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What literary critics need to realize is that the quality of a piece of literature has nothing to do with the 
genre it happens to fall into; and a writer should be examined carefully, not ignored because he or she is 


successful. (Walker 1974, p. 109) 


As stated in the Tuska & Piekarski (1983) Encyclopedia, A. 
Leslie Scott was foremost a “Prolific author of very formulary 
westerns under a number of pseudonyms”. Scott is one of the 
best examples of a bestselling western writer that the few critics 
who bothered didn’t like. According to the blurb on his later 
paperbacks from the late 60’s there were then “over 8 million 
copies of Slade westerns in print”. The Walt Slade stories he 
wrote under the pseudonym Bradford Scott reached an almost 
worldwide distribution, and were in Scandinavia together with 
those by the Australian author Marshall Grover the westerns 
that sold best. 


Critics like Tuska & Piekarski (1983 & 1984) tended to see 
Scott’s formulary Westerns “as an occasion for continuous 

sa . ‘ ; Photo of A. Leslie Scott from 
killing and nothing more”. Besides the exaggerated violence, —_ 1938 edition of Arizona Ranger. 
their critic focuses on lack of plot and characterization: “Scott’s 
books lack even the modicum of characterization which was not true to this degree in the 
novels of his peers, his plots are virtually non-existent, save for the constant gun-play and 
violence.” His foremost peers were given as William Colt MacDonald and Eugene 
Cunningham. We refer to Don Walker (1974) for a more general discussion of critic of 
popular westerns. Christine Bold (1987) has much to say about how the formulaic and 
repetitive nature of the pulp westerns, like those written by Scott, were the results of the 
concerns of the marketplace and the mechanics of mass production. 


It seems that Tuska & Piekarski’s critic of Leslie Scott’s novels is not fully representative due 
to their reading of only a limited sample of his work. The 2™ author of the present article, 
western writer James Reasoner, who is well orientated in Scott’s literary production, also had 
many positive things to say about his texts: “In all of his novels, Scott was known for his 
vivid descriptions of the Western landscape, his larger-than-life heroes, and his fast-moving 
action scenes.” (cited by Kingston Pierce 2016). In a blogpost, Reasoner (2013) included 
Scott in a list of his favorite western writers with this motivation: 


“Scott — Scott is one of those acquired tastes. He wrote many of the Jim Hatfield novels in the pulp 
TEXAS RANGERS under the house-name Jackson Cole. You'll be more likely to find some of his long 
series of paperback novels about Texas Ranger Walt Slade, published under the name Bradford Scott. His 
plots are repetitious, his prose is really purple at times (especially when he's describing landscapes), but 
he wrote great, over-the-top action scenes. His stand-alones, often based on historical incidents, are also

good. But if you try one of his books and don't like it, there's not much point in trying another, except for 
the fact that his earlier books generally have better plots.” 


Also Tonik (2002) noted that the 40’s was Scott’s best period as author, as he after that 
“seemed to run out completely of fresh ideas and some of the scenes in later stories would 
repeat scenes from earlier work.” It is undisputable that A. Leslie Scott was very productive 
and that especially his Walt Slade series of novels were bestsellers. If you like his stories, he’s 
good, and if you don’t, you can always avoid him; all a matter of taste. However, his most 
outstanding characteristic was his mastery of editing and republishing his texts. In our 
opinion, this makes him a very good study object when it comes to the transition from pulp 
magazines to paperbacks. It also has created a bibliographical enigma, and the lack of a 
decent Scott bibliography was what made us start this work. What really got the first author 
going, however, was Thomas Dolina’s observations that many of Scott’s texts had been 
published in German translation under faked author names and renamed heroes, like Bill 
Alamo (Dolina 2024). The matching of these translations with the original texts has made the 
study of contents necessary. The first author had earlier argued for that when dealing with 
popular literature, bibliographies cannot only depend on book metadata, but has to include 
some information from the contents, like the names of the leading protagonist and/or 
antagonist (Nilsson 2017). When it comes to Leslie Scott and the reprint of pulp stories as 
books, however, listings of all names of characters and places found in the texts seems 
necessary to add to the bibliographies for successful matching of editions. 


According to Nilsson & Pettersen (2016), thirteen of Scott’s Walt Slade novels were 
published translated in Scandinavia before being published in the US, and of these eight ones 
seemingly have remained unpublished in the US. As this information was chiefly based on 
comparing titles instead of contents, it is here being challenged after collecting more data. An 
alternative explanation for the stories seemingly never published in the US is that the original 
titles given in the corresponding Swedish books were preliminary and subsequently replaced 
before US publication. 


Studied material 

The delimitation of this study is dual. First we wanted to study as many as possible of A. 
Leslie Scott’s western books as well as his Jim Hatfield and Walt Slade pulp stories as 
published in the two magazines Texas Rangers and Thrilling Western. As the Hatfield stories 
in Texas Rangers were penned by many more authors than Scott, we also wanted to check the 
other authors’ eventual re-publication of their pulp stories as books. The study is restricted to 
the earlier US editions. 


Besides documenting the standard publication metadata, the aim of this study was to get to 
know the contents of the texts in their many different editions. Instead of summarizing the 
stories in various ways, we have chosen to register the names of characters and places 
occurring in each text. Our idea was that although the stories may have the name of their main 
protagonist, the hero, replaced, most of the other names remained intact and were then 
possible to match among editions. 


Following Thom (1997) a “reprint” in the wide sense is any printed reproduction of a specific 
text after the first, original one. In a narrow sense, however, “reprint” is here restricted to the 
later reproductions of the unmodified original text, whereas a “remake” means that changes 
has been made to the text, e.g. replacing the name of the hero. A remake may also represent 
an “expansion”, resulting in a longer text than the original, or a “recombination”, when 
combining the original text with one or more other already published texts in order to expand 
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it. As some reprints of pulp stories fist published under a house-name instead used the real 
author name, they are important for establishing authorship. 


Basic to this work were our private libraries. The first author’s has an almost complete 
collection of paperbacks by Scott in Swedish translation. These translations remain close to 
the original texts when it comes to names of characters and places. The most frequent 
deviation from this pattern is the transformation of Hatfield originals to Slade translations. 
Another, smaller, problem is that names with an explicit meaning may have been translated. 
This, is, however, quite rare, and for example Slade’s horse Shadow, has had its name 
translated to the Swedish “Skuggan” in only one book, as far as we know. Besides a large 
proportion of Scott’s US paperbacks and hardcovers, the 2"! author also has a large collection 
of pulp magazines, including a large proportion of the Texas Rangers issues. 


Thomas Dolina has contributed with names from German translations in books and magazines 
in his private collection, as well as from texts available via the Internet. The latter source has 
also been of prime importance for our own search, finding entire texts or only snippets of 
them freely available via the Internet. As it’s hard to be sure that a specific edition exists 
without seeing it, we have put much effort into collecting covers scans. For this purpose, the 
Internet market of used books has made things a lot easier. We owe much to all the eBay 
sellers that provide a detailed photographic documentation of their products. 


Three works that we have found extremely useful are the FictionMags Index (Stephensen- 
Payne 2024), the Hero Pulp Reprint Index (Thom 1997), and Mike Cancellari’s Checklist of 
Western and Northern Fiction 1900-1980 (Cancellari 1986). Moreover, Jeremy Agnew 
(2018) provided a useful review of the history of pulp magazines including those in the 
western genre. 


A brief Leslie Scott biography 

Alexander Leslie Scott was born in 1893 at Lewisburg, West Virginia. His mother Justina 
Blazer was from the feuding Hatfield family. Scott moved to New York in about 1930, where 
he married Lily Kay in 1937, author of love stories and true confessions. Also their two 
children, Justin born 1944, and Alison 1946, became authors. The family moved to a small 
village outside of the city, where Scott finally passed away in 1974. 


Scott sailed the seas already as a teenager. His education took place in the Virginias at the 
Greenbrier Military Academy and the universities of West Virginia and Virginia, where he 
studied among other things mining and civil engineering. He collected some experience from 
the cattle business working at his uncle’s Texas ranch. 


In about 1913 Scott joined Pancho Villa’s rebel army and the character Scotty, played by 
Clint Walker, in Eugenio Martin’s 1972 movie Pancho Villa may have some connection with 
the author. After Mexico he did spend four years in the French Foreign Legion during WWI. 
After the war he spent some years working with railroading, and then went west to work with 
mining engineering and bridge building. 


Starting with writing poems for Weird Tales in the 20’s, Scott in the 30’s were selling short 
stories to the pulps in different genres. His first novels appeared in Railroad Stories, like Civil 
War (hero Boone Hatfield, December 1933; reprinted 2017 by Bold Venture Press). Many of 
the magazines he got published in belonged to Standard Magazines or The Thrilling Group as 
they were also called, and it was their chief editor Leo Margulies that talked Scott into 


concentrating on the westerns. In 1936 Scott contributed under the house name Jackson Cole 
with his first Jim Hatfield story to the new magazine Texas Rangers, to be joined by Tom 
Curry already in the following year. At the end of 1951 they had contributed with more than 
fifty Hatfield stories each to the Texas Rangers magazine. 


When the Texas Rangers magazine in 1938 was reduced to bi-monthly, Scott in order to 
secure his economy started in 1940 a similar series of stories in the magazine Thrilling 
Western based on the Texas Ranger Walt Slade, writing under his pseudonym Bradford Scott. 
Whereas the Hatfield stories were marketed as full book-length novels, most of the Slade 
stories were only less than half as long. During the 40’s Scott sold 10-15 stories per year to 
the pulp magazines. Besides Texas Rangers and Thrilling Western, he had longer western 
stories published in the following magazines: Argosy, Exciting Western, Giant Western, 
Golden West Romances, Popular Western, Rodeo Romances, Thrilling Adventures, Thrilling 
Ranch Stories, West, and Western Romances (Stephensen-Payne 2024). He also sold some 
expanded stories to the hard cover book publishers. After that the pulps went down in 1953 
and 1954, Scott turned to publishing his Hatfield novels as paperbacks by Jackson Cole, in 
association with Pyramid Books. After objections from Ned Pines, the president of Standard 
Magazines, Scott in 1956 changed the name of his hero to Walt Slade and took back his old 
pseudonym Bradford Scott. Even at old age he continued to write and get published 8-12 
paperback novels per year. Scott was really a good example of Dinan’s (2003:107) 
observation that: “the paperback Western was as much a vehicle of survival for the Western 
pulp writer as it was an instrument of death for the pulp era.” 


Besides Jim Hatfield and Walt Slade, Scott also invented two other recurrent heroes: Jacob 
‘Uncle Jake’ Green in Giant Western, and Jaggers Dunn in Railway Stories short stories. The 
latter was also a regular character in the Texas Rangers stories. Leslie Scott did not write only 
western novels, and Gertz (2011) provides some examples of his early 50’s erotica. 


The Texas Ranger Jim Hatfield was also made into a comic book character, appearing in 17 
issues of Exciting Comics. One example is to be read at the Davy Crockett’s Almanack blog 
(2023). It seems highly likely that Leslie Scott’s stories about Jim Hatfield and Walt Slade 
provided Gian Luigi Bonelli some inspiration when creating the Italian comic book hero Tex 
Willer, Texas Ranger, in 1948 (Wikipedia 2024). In contrast to many other western comic 
book heroes, Tex Willer had the habit to kill the crooks instead of bringing them in alive. He 
also has the Navajo name Eagle of the Night, quite similar to Hatfield’s The Lone Wolf and 
Slade’s The Hawk. 


Jim Hatfield contra Walt Slade 


The real secret of Walt Slade’s outstanding success as a Ranger lay in his uncanny ability to think as the 
outlaws thought, to anticipate their actions and provide against them. There were plenty of Rangers with 
fast gunhands, cold nerve and undaunted courage. But Slade not only outshot the owlhoots, he out- 
thought them. [Bullets for a Ranger, 1963] 


As characters, the two Texas Rangers Scott invented may look fairly similar. Jim’s horse is 
called Goldy, whereas Walt rides his Shadow, and their boss in Austin is Bill McDowell in 
the first case and Jim McNelty in the other. Jim’s moniker is The Lone Wolf, whereas Walt is 
The Hawk. According to Tonik (2002): “The real distinguishing feature about Walt Slade is 
that he carries a guitar with him and sings with a marvelous voice.” 


In our opinion, the most important difference is to be found in their lovelife. Hatfield is of the 
strict meaning that a woman has no place what-so-ever in a ranger’s life, as exemplified in 
this quote from Back from the Dead (TR Nov/53, p 58): “For as a Ranger, he could never 
establish any real home; he could not be a marrying man. It wouldn't be fair to any girl, and 
Hatfield was a stickler for fairness. It was a code with him, a religion, a way of life. And it 
was unbreakable.” Still, the temptations were many. The normal Hatfield story ends with the 
beautiful girl ready for marrying some nice young man other than the ranger. But things 
changed drastically when Roe Richmond in 1980 transformed some of his Hatfield stories 
from the 50’s into adult western Lash Lashtrow novels. 


Walt Slade, on the other hand was more of a ladies’ man, with a beautiful girl waiting for him 
in every major town, like: Carmen in El Paso, Dolores Malone in Brownsville, Jerry Nolan in 
Dalhart, Jerry Norman in Amarillo, Marie Telo in Laredo, Mary Merril in Sanderson, and 
many others. Kisses and hugs are in the plenty, whereas encounters of a more sexual kind has 
to be read in between the lines, like in Outlaw Gold and Walt’s conversation with Vera Allen: 
“Anything you wish to do, dear, is all right with me,” she conceded. “Anything?” She 
blushed, but met his eyes. “Anything!” 


In spite of the differences that exist between Hatfield and Slade, one hero has frequently been 
replaced by the other, and seemingly Scott himself was the first one to do it. As the Walt 
Slade stories in Thrilling Western were shorter than the Hatfield stories, one way to produce a 
longer novel for some hardcover publisher was to combine one of each kind, and at the same 
time turning both into Hatfield stories. One likely example is Riders of the Rimrock Trail 
(Gateway 1942, 313 pp.), in which the second, longer, part is identical with the Texas Ranger 
story Lone Star Gold. A qualified guess is that the first, shorter, part is identical with the same 
title as the book, printed in Thrilling Western the same year. One Slade plus one Hatfield 
story amalgamated into a really full novel-length Hatfield. Scott’s 1953 Ace-novel Badlands 
Masquerader starring Walt Slade is a more straight-forward example as it represents a remake 
of the 1950 Hatfield story Guns of the Palo Duro. 


The example given above fits into Tonik’s (2002) description of Scott’s practice to expand his 
pulp stories to fit into hardcover books or paperbacks: “These expansions often consisted of 
taking a short story and rewrite it to fit into the middle of a Jim Hatfield adventure.” One 
example we have seen that strongly points in this direction is Tombstone Trail (Pyramid #36, 
1951), with Cal Taylor as bandit boss in the first and last part, and Bruce Belton and Cale 
Winters in the middle part. 


Abroad in regions like Scandinavia there were massive changes of the names of authors and 
heroes as Walt Slade stories by Jackson Cole got very popular. A few Hatfield stories 
appeared early on in Swedish translation, but after that Walt Slade got his own book series in 
1963 all titles were linked to his name. About 35 titles had the name of the hero changed from 
Hatfield to Slade (Nilsson 2023). As also some other names, like the ones of his horse and 
boss in Austin, were changed, these Scandinavian editions were not only translations, but also 
remakes. 


Texas Rangers magazine 

Texas Rangers was published by Standard Magazines during 23 years, between 1936 and 
1958. Altogether 206 issues were published, each of them with a full novel-length Jim 
Hatfield story by the house name Jackson Cole (Stephensen-Payne 2024; Appendix | on page 
16). This pseudonym was also used by Oscar Schisgall (1901-1984) on some western 


hardbacks between 1933 and 1937, but Schisgall never wrote any Hatfield stories for Texas 
Rangers (Tonik 2002). Some Schisgall hardcover titles seen are Gun Justice (A.L. Burt 1933, 
G.H. Watt 1933), The Cholla Kid (A.L. Burt 1935, G.H. Watt 1935, Cassell 1935 as Cowboys 
Revenge), The Outlaw Trail (G.H. Watt 1935, Cassell 1936 as The Vengeance Trail), The 
Outlaws of Caja Basin (A.L. Burt 1934, G.H. Watt 1934), and The Ramblin’ Kid (A.L. Burt 
1933, G.H. Watt 1933). Also the novel Black Gold (A.L. Burt 1936) has at times been 
attributed to Schisgall, but we here attribute it to Scott. This novel has been elevated to the 
greatest of all “alternative” classic western novels (Pronzini 1997). The house name Jackson 
Cole was also used in the pulp magazine Exciting Western 1941-1947 as author of 33 stories 
about Navajo Tom Raine, Arizona Ranger. Most of these stories were penned by Lee Bond 
and C. William Harrison, and as far as we know none of them was by A. Leslie Scott. 


The supposed real author of each Hatfield story is given in the FictionMags Index 
(Stephensen-Payne 2024), with only two exceptions: Killers of San Rosa June/57 and The 
Outlaw Nobody Knew June/54. The latter was here possible to attribute to Peter Germano 
after establishing its identity with his 1960 hardback novel Gunman ’s Choice. 


Of the 133 Hatfield stories published at the end of 1951, Scott and Curry had penned 56 and 
58 titles, respectively. They both had their last stories printed in 1951, however, and were 
replaced by chiefly Peter Germano and Roe Richmond, whereas Walker A. Tompkins 
continued with his contributions. It has been suggested that the change of authors was realized 
because the editors wanted a less juvenile, more adult, profile for Texas Rangers, and also 
wanted to reduce the authors’ fees (see recent discussion thread by James Reasoner and Will 
Murray at groups.io under the WesternPulps topic). 


We don’t know much about how the authors of the different stories were identified before 
being listed at the FictionMags Index site together with their respective Hatfield stories. It 
seems that some of the authors had the habit to include unique characters in their stories. One 
example is Hatfield’s three compadres Red Bouchard, Fox Edley, and Milt Travers used only 
by Roe Richmond. Another one is the young siblings Buck and Anita Robertson as Hatfield’s 
sidekicks used in some stories by Tom Curry, and one by D.B. Newton. Walker A. Tompkins, 
on the other hand, had the habit to use alliteration in many of his titles, like The Kiowa Killer, 
and The Vanishing Vaqueros. When reading a selection of the Hatfield stories in Texas 
Rangers it struck us that Leslie Scott seldom named any of the bandits, besides their secret 
boss and maybe also some straw boss. All others were only anonymous ornery-looking border 
scum who had it coming. Most other authors were good at naming a whole bunch of bandits 
in each story. And of course, Scott had many re-occurring characters linked to a specific 
town, like sheriffs, bar owners, girls, or young yaqui knifemen with thirsty blades. 


FictionMags Index lists also separate Australian, British, and Canadian editions of the Texas 
Rangers Magazine. The only new Jim Hatfield story that has been published after the close 
down of Texas Rangers magazine in 1958 is Lone Star Fury written by James Reasoner and 
published in the 1995 volume of Classic Pulp Fiction. 


Popular Library paperbacks 

Popular Library paperback book company was started in 1942 by Ned Pines and Leo 
Margulies, both associated with Standard Magazines, owners of both the Texas Rangers and 
Thrilling Western pulp magazines. Popular Library thus had the rights to publish all the 
Hatfield pulp stories as paperbacks. It was sold to Perfect Film and Chemical Corporation in 
1968, and in 1970 to Fawcett Publications. 


Besides one title in 1950, at least 68 titles were published between 1967 and 1976 (Appendix 
2 on page 31). As we understand, the Texas Rangers stories were here published as 
paperbacks without much editing, i.e. being reprints in the strict sense. One difference, 
however, is that 28 of them were provided with new titles relative to Texas Rangers. In this 
case, matching the original Hatfield stories with the corresponding paperbacks had to be 
based on the study of contents. Our list owns much to Thom’s (1997) reprint index. The only 
Hatfield story being published twice by Popular Library was The Brass Circle, in 1973 with 
the original title, and in 1968 as The Hell-Benders. 


The Popular Library titles originated chiefly from the earlier Hatfield stories, with half of 
them published in Texas Rangers before 1946, and no one after 1952. Tom Curry had 44 of 
his Hatfield stories reprinted as Popular Library paperbacks, whereas Walker A. Tompkins 
hade only eight and A. Leslie Scott only six. An additional seven authors all had only three or 
less stories reprinted in this series. 


One big problem with the Popular Library reprints is that most of them don’t carry any 
printing dates on the copyright page, only the copyright year representing the publication in 
the Texas Rangers magazine. Consequently, many of the printing dates seen on the Internet 
are wrong. Another problem is that also some Rio Kid stories were published by Popular 
Library with the author name Jackson Cole, and thus frequently misinterpreted as Hatfield 
stories. The Rio Kid (aka Bob Pryor) had his own pulp magazine. The series was created by 
Tom Curry, written by several different authors, and ran for 76 issues from December 1939 to 
May 1953 (Reasoner 2023). The two stories we have seen reprinted by Popular Library under 
the author name Jackson Cole are Bugles on the Bighorn (#00698, orig. by Walker A. 
Tompkins, Rio Kid JUN/48), and Crown for Azora (#00695, orig. by Dean Owen, Rio Kid 
JUL/46), both from 1976. The Ulverscroft publisher increased the confusion when in 1982 
publishing the Hatfield story Red Runs the Rio together with the Rio Kid story Bugles on the 
Big Horn in the same reprint volume authored by Jackson Cole. 


Thrilling Western magazine 

Thrilling Western magazine ran for a total of 174 issues between February 1934 and late 
1953. The publication frequency shifted between monthly and bi-monthly. A British edition 
of Thrilling Western ran for an unknown number of issues in the 40’s and 50’s. Leslie Scott 
started to contribute as Bradford Scott with his Walt Slade stories in March 1940. He got 
published a total of 69 stories, the last one appearing in March 1951 (Appendix 3 on page 34). 
The stories may be characterized as novellas, normally reaching about 15,000 words. In 
contrast to the Jackson Cole house name, Bradford Scott was his own pseudonym. 
Unfortunately, we know the contents of only a handful of the issues. Seems the republication 
of Scott’s Thrilling Western stories has chiefly included expansion or recombination with 
some other text to reach the full-length novel format. Whereas the expanded versions chiefly 
were published as Pyramid paperbacks, the combined texts showed up in hardback books. 


Pyramid paperbacks 

Pyramid started as a paperback publisher in 1949 by the Almat Publishing Company, running 
magazines like Challenge and Men’s Magazine. The company was sold to the Walter Reade 
Organization in the late 60’s. It was acquired in 1974 by Harcourt Brace, which renamed it 
Jove. From the start Pyramid attracted primarily male readers with adventure, crime, sleaze, 
and westerns. 


Pyramid got to publish all 114 of Scott’s Walt Slade paperback novels, between 1956 and 
1973 (Appendix 4 on page 37). His first Pyramid paperbacks were three stand-alone novels 
from 1951, followed by 19 Jim Hatfield stories by Jackson Cole, interspersed with two more 
stand-alone novels under variations of his real name. After copyright-based objections from 
Ned Pines, the president of Standard Magazines, Scott in 1956 changed the name of his hero 
to Walt Slade and took back his old pseudonym Bradford Scott. The only Pyramid Walt Slade 
paperback not authored by Scott is one of the last in the series, Four Must Die from 1973, 
penned by Tom Curry. 


Scott’s stand-alone western books 

A. Leslie Scott did get published a number of original novels as hardbacks or paperbacks with 
other heroes than Jim Hatfield or Walt Slade. These titles are listed in Appendix 5 on page 48, 
and we here also included one hardback title of which the hero’s name remains unknown. 
Moreover, it cannot for the moment be rejected that some of these titles are alternative titles 
of the same stories, or that some represent remakes of Hatfield stories. 


Some sources, like AusReprints (2024), list Buck Billings and Tex Holt among the 
pseudonyms used by Scott. Both these names were sort of house names used by some US 
hardcover publishers like Arcadia House, and according to many sources associated with the 
author Claude Rister (1892-1960) (e.g. New General Catalog of Books and Authors, 2024). It 
is also well known that Tex Holt was one of the many pseudonyms used by Archie Joscelyn 
(Bold 1991). The 16 titles by Billings and 20 by Holt found are listed in Appendix 6 on page 
51. 


The only Billings title firmly associated with Scott is Rider of the Dim Trails (William Caslon 
1936), as being identical with his Tombstone Trail (Pyramid 1951). Another title to check is 
The Owlhoot Trail, as it also was reprinted as a Pyramid paperback (1956). The only Holt title 
firmly associated with Scott is California Ranger (Arcadia House 1946), as based on the copy 
signed by Scott and read by the 2™ author. 


Hatfield renamed reprints by other authors 

The Hatfield stories reprinted as Hatfield stories are cited directly under the corresponding 
title in our Texas Rangers list (Appendix 1).
